Marriage Test 


Bill Signed 


Measure Providing For 
Syphilis Examination 
Effective In 90 Days 


SACRAMENTO — Governor Cul- 
bert L. Olson has added California 
to the growing list of states which 
require tests for syphilis before mar- 
riages can be performed, in the sign- 
ing of SB 173, the Kenney-Fletch- 
er-Biggar premarital test bill. 

The measure, which appropri- 
ates $20.000 for use by the depart- 
ment of public health, requires both 
applicants for a marriage license

to obtain doctors’ certificates show- | 


ing them to be free from syphilis, 


or a communicable stage of the di- 


sease. 

All records of the examinations 
will be confidential. A superior 
court judge may waive the require- 
ment or authorize a marriage even 
if one of the parties involved is in- 
fected, 

Any person who misrepresents his 
identity or any information requir- 
ed on the certificate, and any county 
clerk who issues a license in viola- 


tion of the provisions of the law will { 


be guilty of a misdemeanor. Fur- 
thermore, any person who violates 
the secrecy of the examination re- 
cords will be guilty of a misdemea- 
nor. 

The measure will become a law 
ninety days after the adjournment 
of the legislature, which has been 
set for June 17th. 

The premarital test bill is a com- 
panion measure to a bill already 
signed by the governor, requiring 
prenatal examination of expectant 
mothers for syphilis.

In the second plane crash with- 
in three months in the Auburn vi- | 
cinity, E. W. Hough, 54, Greenwood 
mine operator, and Grafton T. Reed, 
of Auburn. were killed late Monday | 
afternoon as their ship crashed 
three and one-half miles east of the 
Placer county seat. 

On April 7, Winston Kindopp and } 
Garrett Lowell, of Auburn, were 
killed in a crash in the American 
River Canyon near the confluence 
of the north and middle forks of the 
river. 

Hough and Reed were flying in a 
rented plane when the ship appar- 
ently went out of control at an alti- 
tude variously reported as being 
from 500 to 1,000 feet, The ship hit 
a telephone line, pancaked to the, 
middle of the highway, bounced over 


a fifteen-foot embankment and 
piled up in an orchard. 

Rescuers had to use axes to re- 
cover the bodies.

COUNTY STAGE ROBBERY 
DIORAMA SUBJECT AT 
ROARING CAMP 


One of the exhibits at Roaring 
Camp, in Sacramento, in connection 
with the observance of the capital | 
city centennial, consists of four | 
dioramas depicting the Bullion Bend 
stage robbery, in this county, which 
took place on June 30. 1864. 

The exhibit has been arranged 
by Frank Honn, a brother of Wal- 
ton Honn, of Pacific House, in as- 
sociation with Hans Brodersen, well 
known for his wood carvings; and 
Ray Herman. cartoonist. It is pre- 
sented as a commercial concession 
and a small admission fee is be- | 
ing charged. | 

The exhibit is especially interest- 
ing since this is the first time that 
such a thing has been undertaken 
on a scenic or historic subject, 
Honn says. A prepared talking re- 
cord tells the story of the Bullion 
Bend robbery. 

The four diorama depict the 
scene at Bullion Bend at the time 
of the robbery, the old Somerset 
House, where the posse overtook 
the robber party; the Placerville 
court-yard at the hanging of Thom- 
as Poole in 1864; and the Hill ranch 
at San Jose, where the last of the 
bandit gang was rounded up. 

Honn states that he and his asso- 
ciates hope that this may be the be- 
ginning of a diorama museum on 
early California history. Every ef- 
fort has been made, he declares, to 
make the dioramas and the ac- 
companying talking record as au- 
thentic as possible historically.

RESIDENTIAL BUILDING 
IN STATE SHOWS 
STRONG GAINS 


New residential building in Cali- 
fornia was maintained at about the 
same rate in May as during the 
previous month, according to a sur- 
vey of twenty leading cities by the 
Analysis and Research Department 
of the Bank of America. The dollar 
value of new residential permits in 
these cities during May, 1939, was 
$9,720,000, just slightly better than 
the April value of $9,684,000 a. 
about 4 per cent higher than May, 
1938. The value of May residential 
permits was the highest for that 
month in ten years for which com- 
parable data are available. 

For the first five months of this 
year new residential building per- 
mits as issued in the twenty cities 
were valued at $45,739,000, an in- 
crease of 40 per cent over the com- 
parable 1938 period and 17 per cent 
higher than a like period in 1937. 
In ten of the cities increases in res- 
idential building during the first 
five months of this year have ex- 
ceeded the similar period a year ago 
by over 50 per cent, with the most 
outstanding gains in the following 
cities: Alameda, 125 per cent; Riv- 
erside, 90; San Bernardino, 87: Po- 
mona, 79; Santa Ana, 68; and Ber- 
keley, 59 per cent. Other cities to 
show gains of over 50 per cent were 
Long Beach, Los Angeles, Salinas, 
and Oakland.

WASHINGTON, (\P)—Anthony J. 
Dimond, delegate to Congress from 
Alaska, proposes that the United 
States develop a herd of 2,000,000 
reindeer in Alaska as a wartime 
meat reserve. 

The purpose of such a reserve 
would be to avoid dependence on 
distant overseas sources of meat 
such as Argentine or Australia in an 
emergency, Dimond suggests. 

Reindeer meat is an excellent sub- 
stitute for beef, but in normal times 
such a herd would no-wise com- 
pete with the large domestic beef 
industry of the United States, ac- 
cording to Dimond. 

The herd would be restricted to 
use for Alaskan natives except in 
emergency when the Federal gov- 
ernment could authorize the use of
